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Awhole chapter is devoted to the 
German Navy of which the Kaiser is 
in supreme command. Historically, 
the origin of the first German navy is 
identical with that of our own. It 
was built to withstand the terrible 
Danes! But it is not till after the 
war with France that we find any 
approach to a modern navy under 
German colours. General von Stosch 
in 1873 laid the foundations of the 
present force which requires such 
careful watehing. Others have car- 
ried on the work till the present 
time, the service gradually becoming 
more popular. In April, 1898, the 
celebrated Navy Act was passed. 
It provided thas by 1903 the navy 
should consist of 19 battleships, 8 
coast defence vessels, 12 armeared 
cruisers, and 30 small cruisers, and 
further provided that after 25 years 
the battleships should be discarded, 
the cruisers after 20 years, and the 
small vessels after 15 years, their 
places being taken by new constric- 
tions, In 1900 a new prograwme 
was introduced, and soconding to this, 
the German navy in 1920 is to con- 
sist of 38 battleships, 14 armoured 
cruisers, 34 third-class cruisers, and 
96 destroyers. 

Aglance at the list of these sbips 
discloses the fact that they are all of, 
comparatively light tonnage, the 
highest being slightly under 13,000 
tons and dwindling down in the 
coast defence ships to 4,000 only. 
‘They are thus well fitted for the shal- 
low waters near home; but it is 
questionable whether they would be 

sable to stand st the heavier 

ships of other navies in deep water. 
Germany is only beginning to ex- 
periment with submarines. . 

The whole seafaring population 
are excused service in the army but 
must serve in the navy. There are, 
besides, volunteers for one year, 
three years, or longer. There is 
moreover a very efiective reserve 
in the men of the mercantile fleet, 
Nothing is left undone to aid in the 
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development of sea strength. Sub- 
sidies, duty exemptions, and privi- 
leges of various kinds help to build 


up the naval and commercial strength 
of the empire. “Technically speak- 
ing,” says the Annual, “German 
shipbuilding has acquired a world- 
wide reputation.” But in order 
that Germans should be kept in 
touch with the technical progress of 
the trade in England, first-class mer- 
chant shipsas well as engines are from 
time to time ordered there. It is 
unnecessary to consider in this eum- 
mary the various types of German 
-yessele. They are designed for what 
ja expected of them, and as a whole 
have the immense advantage of not 
being forced to divide themselves up 
0 as to cover a large portion of the 
earth’s surface. 

President Roosevelt thiuks, we 
rend, that the American navy should 
be the best in the world, If the 


‘American people think the same way’ 
there is nothing to prevent the 
realisation of the ideal, unless the 
British Empire as a whole should 
think it worth: while to enter upon 


a competition in building with 
America, a contingency hardly worth 
considering. 


America has more battleships in 
course of construction than any other 
Power, In 1908, it is estimated that 
her fleet will consist of 23 battle- 
ships, 10 large cruisers, 18 protected 
cruisers, and smaller vessels, As an 
example of the manner in which the 
lessons of the war are being utilised 
we make an extract from the report 
ot the United States Navy Board, It 
has to do with the result of big gun 
fire at long distances, and the neces- 
sary alteration in the arming of 
battleships, “The General Board 
therefore recommends that, if found 
practicable, the battleship be given 
a battery of heavy turret guns, none 
of which shall be less than 10in., 
and at least four of which shall be 
12in., without intermediate battery.” 
The Senate has, however, tried to 
modify the more advanced schemes 
of the extreme naval school. Nine 
firms in the States are now capable 
of the construction of vessels of war, 
but some of them from working at 
unremunerative rates have got into 
difficulties. Mr. Schwab is, however, 
said to be in a position to undertake 
the construction of ten | attleships at 
one time.

WHEN surprise is expressed that 
the Chinese Government ever con- 
sented to sign and ratify the Immi- 
gration Treaty of 1880 with the 
United States, and Immigration 
Prohibition Treaty of 1894, the reply 
has generally been that the Chinese 
Government does nob care the least 
whether its subjects emigrate or nob, 
or what becomes of them when they 
do emigrate, This statement was 
certainly entirely true in 1880 andy 
more or less true in 1894, Bub in 
the last few years there has been a 
reat change. e numbers of;

Mr. John Foord, the Sécretary 
of the American Asiatic Associa- 
tion, was the spokesman of the 
delegation, and, in introducing it 
to the President, he pointed out that 
the object of the Association was to 
co-operate with the Government in 
maintaining and defending the trade 
and treaty rights of the United States 
in the Far East. He went on to 
say:— 


‘The occasion of this visit is to invite 
your attention to the present unsatisfac- 
tory relations with the Chinese empire, 
and the conditions growing out of thoso, 
which directly threaten the continuance 
of a profitable and highly essential part 
of our commerce. ‘The friendly chat- 
acter of those relations has been of late 
adversely affected by the absonce of a 
satisfactory immigration treaty between 
the United States and China, and by tho 
disso ion of the mercantile class in 
China with what they conceive to be the 
unjust and oppressive operation of tho 
rules adopted and enforced by the im. 
migration officers of the United Statos 
in dealing with thoso of their country. 
men whom our laws declare entitled to 
visit the country. 

It must be held to be unfortunate that 
these laws aro at variance with the 
treaty stipulations, which, sinco the 
expiration of the treaty of 1894, are in 
force between the two countries. "We aro 
not here to question the competency of 
Congress to modify the provisions of any 
tresty with e Foreign Power, but we do 
question the expediency of the Govern. 
ment of the United States occupying an 
attitude in opposition to the principles 




















which it has long maintained that a 
nation cannot plead its domestic legisla. 
tion as a bar to the observance of its 
international obligations. 

The treatment accorded by the immi- 
gration officers of this Government to the 
exempt clasgos of Chinese visiting our 
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country is more oppressive than the letter 
or the spitit of the law roquires. More- 
over, the plainest principles of interna- 
tional conditions demand that the law 
shall be made moro liberal either by 
amendments or by the negotiation of « 
new treaty, or both, 

We urge upon yon the extreme danger 
to the industrial and commercial interests 
of the United States of allowing the con- 
viction, which has been growing for som 
time in China to become a fixed oue tha 
our Government tries to discourage the 
coming here of the merchants, students, 
and literati of the country. ‘The future 
of that vast and populous empire is with 
tho young men, who have almost ceased 
to resort to our schools and colleges for 
their education because of th listing | 
ordeal to which the administration of our 
immigration !aw exposed them, and other 
countries will profit at our expense by the ; 
welcome they accord to the Chinese who 
carry back the fruits of Wosteru culture 
to the new era of progress which has 
bogun io the land of their birth. 

A very strong point was made by 
Mr. Ford in pointing out that “a 
nation cannot p'ead’ its domestic 
legislation as a bar to the observanc~ 
of its international obligations,” this 
being the argument successfully 
urged by the United States in its 
endeavour to make Great Britain res- 
ponsible for the depredations of the 
Alabama, The Americans, like the 
Chinese, are nn extremely reasonable 

ople; and to show them that they are 
now blowing hot where they formerly 
blew cold is sure to result in a recon- 
sideration of their present attitude. 
Mr. Foord made another good point 
in his statement that the young men 
of China “have almost ceased to 
resort to our schools and colleges for 
their education because of the 
humiliating ordeal to which the acl- 
ministration of our immigration law 
exposed them.” The education of 
young China in China is, as every- 
body knows, very largely in the hands 
of Americans, who have taken up 
that form of enlightenment with un- 
tiring energy and devotion; and they 
naturally feel, and their supporters 
at home feel, that students of Ameri- 
can schools in China able to continue 
their education abroid, should con- 
tinue it in American colleges. Yale 
and other American Universities are 
justly proud of the Chinese graduates 
they have turned out. They do not 
want to have the supply of Chinese 
freshmen stopped at the bidding of 
the California Trade Unions. The 
respect for education is so deep and 
general in the United States that 
the Universities there have much 
more influence on politics than they 
have in England. 

We are told that “President 
Roosevelt responded cordially,” as he 
was certain to do, being » just man 
with the courage of his opinions 
* He took exception to the intimation

It has been 
objected that Mr. Metcalf is himself 
a Californian politician; but the re- 
sponsibilities of office rapidly widen 
a nan’s views, especially when he 
has a strong Chief like President 
Roosevelt. 











THE TRADE OF 
SANTUAO IN 1904. 


27th July. 

A sHorT paragraph appeared in 
our columns not long ago, deploring 
the unkind neglect with which the 
fal treaxy port of Santu, be- 
tween Wenchow and Foochow, has 
been treated. What we then wrote 
ubout the Cinderella of the China 
Coast is fully confirmed by the Acting 
Commissioner of Customs, Mr. Fred.

Two examples of this will 
fico: (1) the arrangement whereby 
export duties on teas shipped here are 
collected at Foochow (this is a privilege 
accorded to merchants there, and it 
probably serves its intended excellent 
purpose of encouraging the tea trade; 
but it also tends to relegate this port to 
the unimportant position of a branch 
station); (2) though classed amongst the 
Treaty ports, Santuao is in reality a trade 
mart, the distinction carrying with it 
certain disadvantages. ‘hus, the Foo- 
chow office issues transit passes to cover

their requirements in the way of foreign 
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goods, which must always, by reason of 
extra carriage and transhipment expenses, 
be dearer there than they would be at 
Santuao if imported direct from Hong- 
ke or Shanghai, Steam-launches 
might, with considerable profit to the 
introducers, ply as ferry-boats within the 
inlet, or, under the Inland Steam Naviga- 
tion Rules, carry goods to and from the 
rich districts bordering the Fuan River. 
Until some steamship company shows an 
intelligent consideration of Chinese in- 
terests, the bulk of the trade in this 
district (apart from tea) will continue 
to bo borne by native oraft. With the 
transfer of the native Customs these 
came under our control, and, judging by 
‘a steadily increasing collection, this class 
of trade is in » healthy condition, al- 
though during the year under review, 
probably owing to the war, fourteon of 
the large northern (Shantung and 
Ningpo) junks failed to put in an ap- 
Pearance. 


The total revenue of the port, 
derived mainly from tea, was Hk. Tis. 
139,623, The foreign trade was 

- gimply nil. ‘The total value of the 
exports from the port was Hk. Tis. 
1,941,500, of which tea accounted for’ 
all but Hk, Ts. 5,800, which was the 
total value of the native sundries that 
passed through the Foreign Customs, 
only paper and brown sugar excecd- 
ing Tis, 1,000. ‘Tea paid the growers 
very well, Foochow paying 

rices. There is a large export 

siness at Santu in junks, and one 
branch office of the native Customs 
reports the passage of 46,640 goats 
to" Foochow. The value of the 1 im-

ustoms was only Tis, 53,700, this, 
however, being fifty per cent more 
than in 1903; but there was a much 
larger business done in imports, both 
in foreign and native goods, by junks. 
It may be noted that goods to the 
value of Tis, 5,400 were sent inland| 
under transit pass. In the tea season 
the port is well served by the 
steamer Columbia, which is highly 
praised; but for the rest of the year 
the only steam communication with 
the outside world is by a Japanese 
vessel of 98 tons. Mr. Carey thinks 
tbat it would pay to run a steamer 
regularly between Santa, Ningpo, 
and —Shanghai, As regards pas- 
senger ic, he says: “The number 
of native passengers by steamer in- 
ward from Foochow was 8,844, as 
against 1,966 in 1903; while 3,266 
left for that place, as against 1,641. 
‘The increase in both cases is con- 
siderable ; but during the winter the 
‘one Japanese boat, with its limited 
accommodation and erratic move- 
mente,does not satisfy the strong and 
natural desire that exists locally for 
quick communication with the pro- 
vincial oapital ; and it is certain that 
a small steamer running on schedule

Neither the 
Likin nor the Customs at present 
derive any revenue from the opium 
produced in this part of Fukien ; and 
attempts hitherto made by the pro- 
vincial authorities to tax the growers 
have met with small success.” And 
yet it is safe to say that this opium 
pays duty to somebody.

Tho ‘Canton 
Times,” a fow days ago, contained a fall 
acconnt of an interview between a Chinese 
Christian gentleman and the American 
Consul. native Christians have 
drawn up a protest and it stands ready for 
American missionaries to affix their 
names—if they will. The wholesale 
dealers in tamp-chimneys, who have » 
Jarge stock in hand, are wishful to sell out 
belore the boycott becomes so” general 
that, no_ono will buy what they have in 
stock.

Thieves at Work. 

‘The I. C. Post Ottice at this port was 
robbed some time ago to the amount of 
about $200, As the police wore making 
no progress in their search for the 
offenders, the foreigner who is in chargo 
of the office took the matter in hand, and 
after a careful investigation, pointed out 
the parties whom he suspected vory 
strongly. They were arrested and one 
confessed his share in the robbery and 
gave the names of his accomplices. 
‘They wero all employed in and about tho 
office. The Magistrate dealt out 
speedy punishment to the guilty and 





































imprisoned the police oficial, who 
was responsible for that district. The 
money has not been recovered. 

A light-fingored individual made his 





way into the office of the Harbour 
Master, Mr. §. Burton, and stole a 
magnetic watch from a drawer of hi 

desk. A policeman and several Customs 
coolies were near by at the time but they 
saw nothing. The watch has not been 
recovered. The uative police of Chang- 
sha exhibit the same perseverance and 
fortitude in the carrying out of their 
superior’s mandates as may be observed 
in a host of other Chinese cities, but 
after all is said there is more truth than 
poetry in the remark made by a 
tourist, who visited Changsha recent- 
ly. On seeing two constables ro- 
clining against’ a wall, he observed 
“to get intelligent results from a 
native police force it is essential that 
every individual policeman should have 
his thinking apparatus dephlegmated.”

The Death of the Rev. A G. Jones. 


I telegraphed you on the 17th the sad 
news of the sudden death of Alfred G. 
Jones, the senior member of the English 
Baptist Mission in this pri 
tails of the catastcophe in which he lost 
his life have just come in letters from 
Prof. and Mrs. Goodcell, who have been 
spending some time at one of the cottages 
on the flank of Taishan. Prof. Goodcell, 
writing under date of the 18th ins! 
says: “Yostorday morning wo recei 
word that the temple where Mr. Jones 
was staying had been washed away and 
that Mr. Jones was missing. We foreign 
men, taking with us such things as we 
thought might be useful, started at once. 
Bofore we had gone very far we saw a 
m r coming and learned from him 
that the body of Mr. Jones had been 
found and that it was being taken down 
the mountain. We went on thinking we 
ht be of some use. Everywhere wo 
saw evidences of the strength of the storm 
of the previous night. It had been wild 
and terrible, full of thunder, lightning, 
rain, and wind. Over a foot of water 
must have fallen between eleven and two 
colock, We passed several land-slides 
which made us shudder, but the worst of 
all was when we reached the temple 
where Mr. Jones had been staying. There 
had evidently been what we call a cloud- 
burstin the Western States—a sudden and 
terrible downpour. According to Mr. 
Jones’ sorvants the whole thing had come 
at once. They had been awakened by a 
series of three terrible sounds, that came 
one after the other, followed by the awful 
crash and ruin. The whole temple, sav- 
ing afew upper rooms—rooms further uj 
































f the mountain—was demolished, 
excopt a few walls. Tho placo was covor- 
ed with stones weighing from hundreds 
of pounds up to several tons and mud 
was thick. ‘Troos larger than I could 
roach around had been torn up by the 
roots, stripped of branches and oven tho 
bark taken off of them. Tho heavy stone 
road bad boon utterly demolished. Mr. 
Jones had been in his bed whon tho 
noises had began—the torrible noises— 
and had evidently sprung up to escape, 
but before he could got away from his 
bed all was over and his spirit had left 
this world. Death must have beon in- 
stantaneous. He was struck on the back 
of his head, suffering fracture of the 
skull near the baso, which the doctor says: 
must have killed him instantly. Ho 
was also bruised ina number of places 
about the body and there was 
alittle cut over the right eye. He fell 
forward on his face and was found in 
ition about nine o'clock, I think. He 
1ad been buried under considerable mud, 
etc., which probably prevented his body 
ing mangled. Poor Fritz, his 
dog, perished in the same catastrophe, 
and this leads mo to think that it must 
have been terribly sudden, for a dog’ 
usually manages to got out of such things 
if there is the slightest chance. One 
sorvant was caught but not killed, though 
ho was covered up to his arms with the 
débris. Either he or his fellow-servaut 
went for Mr. Tedder but did not reach 
him until about five or half-past five. 
Mr. Tedder ran up at once and then got 
some twenty workmen at work. Every- 
‘thing was done that could be done, but 














too Iste. Had there been a thousand 
skilled workmen and -the finest of sur- 
geons, it could have availed nothing.” 

‘As soon as the news reached here 
Mr. Whitewright ‘started for Taianfu to 
bring up Mr. Jones’ body and take it on 
to Chingehoufu, where Mr. Jones was 
formerly stationed, for burial. It is ex- 
pected ithe funeral will take place on 
Sunday or Monday next. Mr. Jones is 
survived by his wife and threo children, 
all of whom are at home in England. 

The death of Mr, Jones is a terrible 
loss to the English Baptist Mission, of 
which he was the pioneer in Sbhantung. 
He has been in the province for nearly 
thirty years, having come out at his own 
charges in 1876, Ever since that time he

A Petition to the American Govern- 
ment from the Anglo-Chinese 
College. 

12th July, 

‘The following petition has been pre- 
pared by the students of the Anglo- 
‘Chinese College’and has been duly sent, 
through Consul Gracey, to the President 
‘and Secretary of the United States, and 
to Mr, W. We Rockhill, the American 
Minister st Peking. A number of copies 
of the same petition will be sent to the 
respective members of the two Houses of 
Congress in the United States, through 
Dr. Geo, B, Smyth, former President 
of this college, who is now in San 
Francisco :— 


Anglo-Chinese College, Foochow, Chins, 
nd June, 1905. 


To His Excellency the President of the 
United States of Americs, 
Washington, D. C., U. 8. A. 
8im,—Your petitioners, the three 
hundred and fifty Chinese teachers and 
students of the Anglo-Chinese College, 
Foochow, China, in the matter of request- 
ing the modification of the Exclusion 
Troaty on its expiration, the restoration 
of Chineso liberty in Amorica, and the 
vindication of equal rights in your 
honourable country, beg to submit the 
following : 
1.—Your petitioners have been much 
influenced by the discipline of Christianity 
introduced by your honourable country 
since they received fostering and instruc- 
tion from the American people and have 
tat least possessed the spirit of gratitude. 
‘As human beings, they have a direct 
responsibility to their government; as 
subjects, they have a duty to fulfil towards 
their government. Therefore six months 
before the expiration of the Exclusion 
Act, they hasten to protest against 
the Exclusion Treaty enacted by your 
honourable country and the ill-treatment 
of Chinese V3 Americans which bring 
not only n disgrace to the dignity of 
China, but cast a blot on the civilisation 
of your honourable country. In considering 
the races of the world, no matter how 
ignorant and how base the Chinese may 
seem to be, still they are not inferior to the 
negroes. With the cost of your own blood. 
you maintained for them equal rights, 
released them from slavery, and let them 
enjoy the privileges of liberty. This forms 
one of the it and most glorious en- 
rrisee in the history of the world. How 
is it that in tho case of the Chinese you 
enavted an Exclusion Law, inflicted’ all 
sorta of ill-treat nent upon them, and 
ovidently reserved liberty and equal rights 
in the * Vil of Unknown Quality” or 
‘an iron-safe? Why do you not distinguish 
between the Release from Slavery and the 
Exclusion Acts’ against Obinese in order 
that the glory and disgrace may stand 
evident? 
2.—Your honourable country has often 
declared that you are China’s friend and 
that you are unwilling to allow any 
power to disturb her peace. For this, 
the four hundred aie bettoen have 
been deeply grateful. Why, on the other 
hand, do you oppress the Chinese by 
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introducing the Exclusion Acts with 
which no country has ever oppressed 
Obinese in like manner as you, and no 
country has ever received such ill-treat- 
ment from you 8 has China? Chinese 
people constitute China: if you acknow- 
ledge China as your friend why do you, 
dis: fing the derision of other powers, 
practise such unkind and oppressive acts 
which mean that your friend is deprived 
of liberty and equal rights ? 

3.—The maintenance of peace in the 
East by your honourable country, Dogar. 
less of ‘pains, is to keep the’ “Open 
Door” policy which is the essential 
of commerce. The vitality of commerce 
lies, it is universally admitted, in industry, 
and if you unduly restrict Chinese in- 
dustry or labour in your country, you 





narrow your commerce in China because 
Frond ———_ are terres — 
fence, they might, wit! \eir efforts, 
try to ‘boycott American goods. The 
result will be that no Chinese will use 
‘American goods or products. When you 
exclude Chinese from your country, i 
mesns no less than that you exclude your 
commerce from Chins. 
4.—Your country has professed to be 
1 Christian country, aod has been ac- 
\nowledged as such, and the fundamental 
principle of Christianity is to “* Love God 
and] thy neighbour as thyself.” In 
obedience to the command of the Lord 
Jesus, you have sent out missionaries to| 
all parts of the world and even into the 
“Celestial Empire” to proclaim the * good 
tidings”. No doubt your trust is sacred 
‘and your motive not only laudable 
but honourable. The people of China 
do not read as much as your people 
do, but they watch carefully the deeds 
of the missionaries and the treatment 
which their home country gives to 
the Chinese to whom you have 
preached ‘Love thy neighbour as thy- 
gelf.” ‘They do not quite understand why. 
your people in China preach the doctrine 
3f Love, while in America you treat 
‘Chinese worse than any other nation, nay, 
coven the negroes ! If you really love God 
must prove your love to Him by 
Zit loving the brethren whom you can 
see on this earth, then the words which 
proceed from the mouths of your mi 
sionaries will have sigoal force i 
minds of Ohinese. For “exam; 
louder than words” and it is “* not 
words” that have a secret influence over 
the people. x 
6.—Your honourable country has, since 
the opening of your history, the reputa- 
tion of “daring to do right, daring to 
stand alone” as it was shown to all the 
world in the War with England when 
you claimed, and insisted upon securing, 
‘equal rights. The tree of liberty was 
planted and the bell of liberty was rung 
in America, but the branches of the 
tree have extended and the sound of the 
bell has echoed in Cubs. The people of

No 
buildings such as water houses shall be 
specially erected for Chinese alone, and in 
case of sickness, Chinese shall be allowed 
the attendance of physicians just as the 
people from any other country, 

4.—That Ohinese immigrants haying 
obtained passports signed by American 
consuls residing in China aro entitled to 
admittance without being hampered by all 
sorts offtroubles or difficul 
amination ‘of ports 
shall be made Withina week from the time 
of arrival at ports of entry. 

: eons in the hearing and examination 
of Chinese immigrants and 
frionda}and relatives of th migrant <a 
be allowed to be present and, in case of 
disapproval, the immigrant may

6.—That no objections shall be made 
to Chinese students in America as to 
their choice of study and their choice of 
schools, and the school expenses 
defrayed by} the students themselves, 
restrictions li the amount of ready 
money shall be the same as those for 
students from any other country. Ohi- 
nese students may be allowed to work 
outside of school hours to support th 
selves while pursuing their educat 
they find it necessary to do so, without 
being ‘regarded as coolies or prohibited 
labourers, 

‘7.—That besides the favoured classes, 
as writers, cooks, laun n, partners, 
business men, and skilled mechanics, all 
managers, treasurers, buyors, sellers, 
clerks, accountants, agents, tailors’ ap- 
prentices, and proprietors of restaurants 
and boarding-housos, manufacturers of 
tobacco, cigarettes, boots, and hats, and 
all kinds of Chinese retail dealers shall 
be regarded as merchants, 

8.—That Chinese merchants having 
property ‘or bills colléctible in America 
(no matter how much) shall have the 
liberty to travel at any time to any place 
without being compelled to return to 
America at s specified time. In case of 
the non-return of the immigrant, the 
authorised attorney shall have the power 
to collect the debts, if any, in America, 

9.—That all registered Chinese, and 
those Chines who go to America in the 
future, shall be treated justly and fairly 
by both the government and the people 
of America and shall be secured in all 
their rights as legal residents, 

10.—That in case it should become 
necessary to destroy buildings occupied 
by Chinese in order ‘to exterminate 
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lague, suitable buildings or accommoda- 
sions should be provided by the govern- 
nent for the occupants of such buildings. 

Th foregoing five statements and ten 
oropositions express the thoughts and 
entiments of your petitioners who humbly 
wud earnestly request that you will give 
his matter your caroful consideration, 
ind try your best to modify, if not to 
uncel, the Kxelusion Acts, that the 
renple of the Miidle Kingdom may also 
share the privileges liberty, aud equal 
“ights which you have 6o long enjoyed.

His instructions inclade an enquiry into 
the stste of the Swatow-Chaochoufu 
Railway, Along with the Taotai he has 
now gone to Ampou to erguire into the 
local “objections as to interference with 
graves, and with the natural drainage of 
the great plain lying inland from Swatow. 
To remedy both these evils ths local m 
nates naively suggest an alteration of 
the course of the line. Asno suggestion 
for a more convenient course is made it 
looks as if the idea were, “Get it out of 
my field anyhow.” To such a demand the 
Taotai does not lend a ready ear. Two 
other objections are more difficult to deal 
with. The largest shareholder, being a 
Japanese subject, the local gentry accuse 
him of violating the agreement that all 
shares should be held by Chinese, and 
none at any later date sold abroad. Then 
added to this, is the fact that while the 
‘agreement provided for the employment 
of British civil engineers the work of 
construction has been supervised entirely 
by] Japanese. Hence it is argued that 
the Japaneso are making a bid for th 
control of the line. The tone of the 
native papers is favourable to a reason- 
able solution which will retain the control 
of the railway in Chinese hands. 


Other Railway Schemes 
are also on foot. It is proposed to 
construct a line from Chaochoufu 
to a point on the mainland opposite 
Amoy, and then continue, via Ch‘tisachou 
to Foochow. Tho promoters do not hope 
for any large passenger traffic, but expect. 
to take a large mineral-bearing area.

Our status and our futuro as a 
small—bat, wo think, not unimportant — 
colony have beon shrouded in gloom.

be humiliating aii painful reading. 
Bri ish diplomacy having failed to prevent 
the acquisition of Tai ngiao by Germany, 
and Port Arthur by jis, we leased 
Weilmiwei to prevent loss of prestige. 
With our usual good fortune (the ultra- 
patriot, who considers the Anglo-Saxon 
race in specially favoured of Providence, 
would hi no difficulty in finding a 
reason) we obtained the best of the three 
larbours. The Germans at an enormous 
cost have had practically to make their 
harbour, and the climate is not so favour- 
able as that of the more northern port. 
It is well known that the Russians found 
the anchorage at Port Arthur altogether 
too small for the use of large ships. Wei- 
haiwei is well favoured by nature, and 
provides excellent shelter snd all the 
‘Mooommodation that iu ever likely to be 
peeded by the Briish flect in the East, 




















Tho climate, too, is generally admitted 
to be the most favourable on the China 
coast,—an important consideration in 
the case of ships that frequently come 
here with long sick lists from bot and 
unhealthy places to the south. 

But Weihaiwoi is in-Shantung, and 
Germany regarded that province as | 
special “sphere of influence.” To avoid 
hurting German susceptibilities the 
British Government undertook .not to 
connect their new possession with other 
parts of the province by building rail- 
ways! The place was to be a naval base 
‘pure aud simple. No competition with 
German trade would be allowed. All this, 
of course, on the understanding that 
Germany would recognise England’ 
special iuterests and rights in the Yangtze 
Valley. We bocame so friendly with our 
good friends the Germaus that we con- 
cluded a treaty with them with the object 
of preserving the integrity of China and 
protecting the “ open door” principle. as 
regards the trading interests of all nations. 
‘This treaty was subsequently interpreted 
by British Government as applying to 
Manchuria, but the German Chancellor 
thought otherwise, and, no doubt, when 
the time and occasion proved convenient 
it would have been found to exclude 
Shantung. In fact, with a truly fiue 
cynicism the Chancellor publicly dec’ ared 
that the treaty, from the point of view of 
the German Government, had better be 
known as the “ Yangtze Agreoment ”—iv 
other words, it was a blow aimed at 
British claims and interests, and, to quote

Military Administration. 

The news of the Home decision, 
sanctioning Lord Kitchener's new organ- 
isation schemes, and giving the Govern- 
ment of India a severe set-down, has 
created a great sensation here. The 
Commander-in-Chief has scored a com- 
plete victory all along the line, which b 
deen received with feelings of disinay ot 
satisfaction, according as the respective 
departments are concerned. The powers 
of the Commander-in-Chief will in future 
be practically unlimited, and a complete 
reorganisation of the Military Department 
will doubtless follow, in directions—as far 
as can be gathered at present—the exact 
converse of the rules and regulations 
recently laid down for the Army in 
England. It is understood that Sir E. 
Elles has offered to resign his appoint- 
ment as Military Member, and that it has 
been accepted by the King from Ist 
October next, by which date a whole staff 
of fresh officials will take up the now 
duties involved by the “general post,” 
pulling down old appointments and de- 
partments and evolving new ones. 

There is much sympathy expressed for 
General sir E. Elles, who has been sup: 
ported by the Viceroy and his Council 
throughout, with the one di 
from the Gommander-iu-Chief. 
‘complete reversal of the old «-rder of thi 
is now expected that a.deluge or another 
earthquake could not produce » greater 
feeling of bewilderment than that which 
existe in many official circles. 


A Road to Tibet. 

‘The question of the last route for a road 
to Tibet has been constantly stwlied since 
the late expedition suffered so much in the 
Jeley La and other high passes. It has 
always beon believed that x route, suitable 
for peaceful traders who have ‘not the 
resources of an army at command, might 
be developed, and the late survey party 
now report ona ‘race, which admits of @ 
metalled cart road being cons'rac'e! nt 
cost which may be roughly estimated at 
less than a quarter of a million 
sterling, or one-fourth of the cost of 
the Toorsa route; which was at first 
favourably considered, Not only the 
‘Tibetans, but likewise their dogs and horses 
regard such roxds as have been 
with the greatest dislike and suspicion, 
and seem to have a dark idea that 
anything so broadly fist as a cart 
road, and consisting of so much newly- 
turned crude earth, must be of the nature 
ofa landslip or trap of some kind. But 
this terror of the unknown will probably 
soon wear off, especially when the Tibet- 
ans behold traders from Burma and 
India unconcernedly making use of the 
innovation. The beginning of the route, 
which starts from Magrakata station on 
the Bengal Dooars Railway, is already 
being converted into a well-laid metalled 
highway, which, after pursuing its way 
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‘among the jungles of Bhutan, becomes 
thereafter but a wild uncut track. The 
trace, however, shows 8 gradient of scarce- 
ly more than i in 30, and nowhere is an 
ation much alove 9,000-ft. reached. 
This new ronte must be indeed a feat of 
engineering, as the Jelep La is 14,390-ft. 
Tibet’s previous ruler, the Dalai Lama, 
when he issues forth ‘from his seclusion 
in Mongolia will scarcely know his own 
country again. Itis said that the Dal 
Lama has appealed to Russia to 
use her influence with China to 
reinstate hin in his office. It appears 
however, as if Russia had enough to do at 
present in minding her own business, and 
might he thankful to have some one 
look after and restore the fugitive Pontiff. 
Whether this will ever be done, and if the 
Dalai Lama is ever to behold his beloved 
Potala again, depends very much on his 
Dehaviour during this present year. 
Peace on our Borders. 

‘The prompt appearance of our troops 
in the Dir country, the scene of the Inte 
urbance, has had the desired effect. 
‘The tribes of Jandol and Dir have agreed 
to no longer resort to arms, but to settle 
their differences amicably, which is all we 
want. Let them quarrel as much as they 
like so long as they “Iny down the arrow 
and the bow” and don’t interfere with 
the road to Chitral.

as from the date of these presents and 
be in every respect on an equality with 
the heretofore issued shares of the Com- 
pany now this Indenture Witnesseth as

|. ~Interpretation. 

For the purposes of these presents the 
following words shall have the meauing

“Tho Settlement” shall mean the

THE IRISH DEFEAT OF THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Cawa Dairy News.” 


‘Smm,—I trust you will favour me with 
alittle of your valuable space for a few 
remarks upon the news which you 
published on Saturday, news which ought 
to rejoice the heart of every honest and 
Pattriotic Irishman, whatever his cteed or 
politics, excopt those of » bigoted and 
intolerant minority.

be fair and honest, and should be subject 
-to the criticism of Parliament. The re-

of this last victory of the Nationalists.

Tearning of this sont the following tele- 
‘gram to the Waiwupu :—‘ You seck to 
forbid us Chineso merchants from 
making a protest in the shape of boycott- 
ing American goods, thereby proving 
yourselves willing slaves of the U.S. 
Minister in Peking ; you have thus shown 
yourselves traitors willing to sell your 
country ; therefore you are an enemy of 
all. Punishment must be meted out to 
you and we shall immediately send 
“Chuang Shih” (brave hero: like the 
Japanese “ Soshi”) to kill you. For an 
example we request you tose what has 
been done in Russia by patriots in re- 
moving high Ministers of State.—A joint 
telegram from 100,000 angry Chinese 
residing in America.” 

To this extraordinary telegram tho 
Waiwapu sent a reply through Mr. 
Chung, the Chinese Consul-General in 
San Francisco, denying the charge of 
trying to coerce Chinese merchants from 
putting into force the boycott of Ameri- 
cen goods and declaring that on the ccn- 
trary the Ministers of the Waiwapu wet 
doing their best in discussing with the 
U.S. Minister about the deletion of 
obnoxious clauses in the proposed new ex- 
clusion treaty. The wild and reckless 
words of the sondors of the San Francisco 
telegram aro deprecated in « dignified 
manner by tho Waiwupu, and the Chinese 
of San Francisco are exhorted not to 
listen to baseless rumours and 80 spoil 
matters. ?

THINGS I SAW 
LOOCHOO.

The Loochoo Islands are so tittle 
known, they lie so far away from the 
beaten track of the tourist, 
lowing account of a visit paid there from 
Kagoshima last autumn by two American 
ladies, accompanied by the daughter of 
one, a young girl of fourteen, and escorted 
of special 









such delightful weather 
such a tidy little ship, such a gem of a 
“Boy,” and such charming companions 
every time, I should not mind making 
the trip to Loochoo once a week the 

But alas and alas! I have 
not always thus. Some: 
it storms and the ships are dirty 
and crowded, the “ Boy” canuot be fouud 
when he is wanted and isso dirty that 
he isu’t wanted when he is found. "As to 
companions, mine were a “ special pro- 
vidence.” . 

And even I, fortunate as I cousider 
myself, was obliged to change boats, but 
happily not company, at Oshima, Our 
dear little ship got a bolt loose in her 
screw and the captuin did not think it 

















prudent to continue the voyage until the 
break should be mended. The adage # 
“Never fiud fault with the bridge 
bears yon safe over,” and so wo will say 
of our next ship, that she brought as 
safely to our desired haven. 

About Loochoo, I slull try to tell 
only the things I uoticed myself The 
first of these was that the coolies who 
tumbled Iazily aboard our ships were 
very much addicted Lo the use of hats aud 
very little to the use of any other 














-| hairy palm-rope, through 





clothing. I can best describe tho hats 
by an exclamation of one of our party, 
“What beautiful waste-paper baskets 
they’d make!” These hats w 
fastened on with loops of thick, brown, 
which were 
passed cotton strings tied under the 
chin. Every man's face was oruamented 
with a thin, brownish-black beard and 
moustache, and it was often hard to tell 
where the beard left off and the h 
rope began. Wisps of unkempt hair 
algo steaggled about the neck giving to 
the man the look of some savage 
creature. Taking in these details my 
eyes came at last to the eyes of these 
seemingly wild savages, and lo, I looked 
into large, soft, black t wide 
apart like those of the ruminating animals. 
And in their depths lurked a good-natured 
smile just waiting to auswer one fom me 
Tnnevor got used to the incongruous effect 
of thone gentle eyes and that fierce beard 
on each other. 

I have never been afraid of the 
Japanese, although I have lived alone and 
travelled’ alone among them. But with 
them it was always s purely negative 
feeling of no danger; with the Loo- 
chooans I had the positive feeling of 
safety. Gentle folk and common people, 
men and women, old and young, all looked 
into my eyes with the saine kindly hospit- 
able smile, A traveller from Japan, I wa: 
‘at once struck with the alert activity of 
the women, I saw men at work, and I 
met a few gentlemen on the street, but it 

‘easy to see that woman is tre dominant 
note in the Loochoo harmony. The men 
are philosophers. . fi 

When I began observing details, the 
first thing I noticed was the tattooing on 
the hands of the women. The backs of 
both hands from wrist to finger tips of the 
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married women are tattooed with dark 
biue figures, that, I am told, are symboli- 
cal. One day I was calling ‘on n lady and. 
uotic d how faint and «mall the tattoy 

was though the pattern seemed the 
same. Insked if it faded with years and 
was told that this was alady of rank from 
the ancient capital, and that the higher 
the rank the fainter and smaller the 
tattooing. Thus it is evidently not con- 
sidered a beautifying process, The young 
unmarried women have only the two 
middle fingers of the rights hand marked. 


Women carry everything, boxes of coal- 
cil, bathtubs, vegetables, pigs, pig-iron, 
casks of wine, merchandise of all sort 
everything but children on their heads, 
What is too heavy for one woman two or 
more will carry together, m-ving in per, 
fect unison, From bearing burdens on 
their heads, the young women have a fine 
erect carriage, straight backs, chests well 
forward, small waists and well knit grace- 
fal limbs, The old women, also from 
bearing burdens on their ‘heads, are 
eked, knotted and 
corded, their limbs shrivelled and crooked 


Iu making calls, I noticed particularly 
the large houses with spacious, high-ceiled 
rooms, the small gardens and the elegance 
of the Buteudan, or shrine for ancestral 
tablets. The soreons. betwoon rooms 
were of wood instead of paper, and I saw 
very little plaster, none on the outside of 
the houses. ‘The roofs are covered with 
red instead of the black ones we 
see in Japan. On many of the roofs 
was tho head, ugly 
image that ny of 
the Buddhist temples and that tho 
Inpanese call a lion. OF course I asked 
why the im»ge was thore, and was told 
that it was protection against fire, especi- 
ally that of the thunder god (lightning), 
For cleanliness I thought the houses com- 
Il-with houses of the same 
Japan. T never expect to sea x 
cleaner, neater, house anywhere, from well 

i 1d from kitched to parlour, 
sited in Lnochoo. ‘The Loo- 
chooans think tea is much sweeter and 
better mide of soft water, 80 they catch 
the rain water from the roofs in groat, rod, 
porous jars half baried in the ground.” The

The food 
of the poor classes is mostly eweet potat- 
es sometimes mixed with a little rice. 
At the time of our the people were 
suffering from famine caused by drought. 
beginning of the last 

century have the crops so completely 
failed of production, But, owing to tho 
regular ship communication with Japan 
and Formos, the people were not reduc- 
ed to the straits of former times, 
when they had ground and cooked the 
bark and wood of the sago palm for food. 























Ina ride across the jsland, for two or 
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three miles 1 saw nothing but sago palms, 
thousands upon thousands, as far as I 
could see. The young msn accompany- 
ing me said they were kept for times of 
famine. 

In leaving the city by any road one 
passes group after group of mausoleums. 
They aro nearly always dug into the bill- 
side, the front aud roof built up of stone 
and faced with plaster. The new ones 
are a soft, creamy-white contrasting 
strikingly with the greens aud browns 
vf the landscape; the old ones are 
weathorbeaten, seamed and grey, for al 
the world like the young and the old 
bodies which they are built to hide away, 
In the market placo I saw the large, 
black, earthen jars rudely decorated with 
Grecian borders and lotus blossoms done 
with @ pointed stick before the clay is 
blacked, in which the bones of the dead 
aro deposited aftor the flosh is finally 
washed from them. -I was told that this 
final washing is done in the native 
brewed liquor and is accompanied by 
religious rites and feasting. This cere- 
mony, except in the royal family, is pe 
formed within two yoars after de 
body not sufficiently decayed 
of that time so that there is little left 
but bones must have held # very wicked 
soul. It is considered 
to have your bon; 
two years afer you are through with 
them, Tho wonder to mois that thei 
dodies—that is the men’s —ever decay 
at all, I should think they would be 
proserved in-alchol, Near the graves are 
places where the grave clothes: and any 
remaining flesh and hair are burned. 
Theso tombs are very precious in thi 
eyes of the Loochooans, A man will 
spend all ho possesses and leave his 
family penniless to build an elegant tomb, 
How m t to be mbered, and 
how oasily they are forgotten by all but 
God! 

T nover saw so much incense in my life 
before as I saw during the three woeks I 
was in Loochoo. Every shopsells the little 
bundles of brow: tied up with yellow 
paper, and it seemed as though ev 
‘other house was an incense factory. I was 
some time connecting the bunches of 
brown paste drying by the roadside with 
the little, brown sticks sonding their 
thin, blue, sickening smoke up before 
every shrine, Another thing I have

not have understood had I heard, but 
her prayer seemed the spontaneois 
utterance of a heart in worship and there 
were no side glances at the foreigners. 
When her prayer was over she poured 
‘out the wine on the step, laid a few graius 
of rice beside the wine, repacked her box 
aud left the smoking incense to carry her 
prayer to the royal spirits. In Loochoo, 
the country people instead of saying 
“going to town” say “going up to 
worship.” 

rived at one large temple just 
time to see three women packing away in 
boxes a fine feast of fish, pork, vegetables. 
and fruits with rice and cake while the 
benign Buddha siniled down on them 
dimly through the smoke of ince 
‘Turning to our interpetor I said, “ What 
are they going to do with those things ?” 
“Take them home snd eat them,” was the 
reply. I said, “ Concerning the eating of 
things sacrificed to idols, what is the 
benelit ?” He answered that the principal 
benefit was in warding off sickness. 

I wish you could visit the market-place 
with me, especially when one of our 
weekly roadside meotings is in progress. 
‘The market-place is a wide, open, triang- 
ular space, crowiled all day and well on 
into the evening with people, coming and 
going in currents winding in and ont 
among the booths under the forest of 
mushroom-like umbrellas. Everything i 
sold here from urns for the bones of the 
departed, on through the whole catalogue 
of foods and cloths and ironmongery and 
paper even to the gay red and green and 
gilt tobacco pouches that a bride give 
away by scores when she is married. At 
one side under large old banyan tree 
near the street is a mound of earth. Here 
every Monday evening gathers a group of 
men and women each carrying = curious 
il instrument, An accordian, a 
frying pan and pair of 
tongs, a flute and a big Japanese drum 
ap the band. As we come up one is 
speaking, pouring forth a torrent of vehe- 
ment eloquence upon a crowd of two or 
three hundred men, women, and children, 
who listen 
quietly and gladly. There ate coolies in 
waste paper basket hats, clerke in foreign 
costume, tradesmen in Japanese dress, 
women, their long loose blue garments 
hanging in traight lines as they 
gracefully poise a burden on their hes 
with arms uplifted like caryatids, So: 
times a finely dressed man, some govern- 
ment official or traveller pauses a little on 
the edge of the crowd, then turns away, 
often with his half-amused expression 
changed to one of thoughtfulness. The 
speaker stops and the crowd draws a long 
breath while che musicians strike up a 
Salvation Army song after which there 
are other speeches and more music, al- 
ternating for two hours. The whole 
scene, with its Rembrandt lights and 
shadows made by the market fires, and 
the weird, discordant, minor music like 
the cry of hearts that are not yet tuned 
to harmony with God, becomes intensely 
solemn and oppressive. Beyond the 
scone I soe three crosses stand upon a 
lonely hill and a voice seems to come 
from above saying: “I died for those.” 

There was something else I saw 
that touched deeply. In our 

shtsoeing we visited the present home 
‘of the man who was once heir-apparent 
to the throne of Loochoo. We were 
graciously received by the chamberlain, a 







































































bat Ithink the old chamberlain kné 
that the young lady would like to see 
young American girl who was one of ot 
party and so went to call his mist 
Before she came he told us of an old 
sister who had been educated in Toki 
married a prince, and had died ouly a fe} 
months before.

When wo came away shi 
followed us to the door as though loth t 
let us go, and I shall not soon forget th 
picture framed in by the great cedar post 
of the doorway; the grey-haired old 
chamberlain in the background, th 
dainty purple-clad figure with its wistfal 
young face standing full in tho late after. 
noon sunshine. 

I did not expect to see her again, bu 
we learned that the former king’s ward. 
robe, presonts from China, might bo| 
soen for the asking and we asked. As 
gifts brought by Chinese ambassadors to 
&n extinct royalty the garments were in- 
teresting, but for magnificence andl 
splendour they were hardly worth tho 
trouble, Among the varions jade and 
Incquer things I saw a handsome 
cup, dark brown as though with age, 

ply and beautifully carved, It was 

lighter than ivory and the old 
chamberlain told us it was made of 
thiuoceros’ horn, Both Chinese and 
Japanese believe that such a cup has 
medicinal properties. All these were 
good to look at but they are not what I 
| longest remember. Again wo saw 
the sweet young girl in the purple dress, 
Sho showed us some of the lacquer and 
jade things, and I noticed as she turned 
them in hor dainty hands two deop burns 
on the two middle fingers of the right 
hand where before I had seen the faint 
blue tattoo marks. The tears sprang to 
my eyes, Poor little girl, she wanted to 
be like other girls! She had seen that 
Anna’s hands were not tattooed and she 
felt there was something wrong about 
those two faint spots on her owa hand. 
‘The physical pain must have boon droad- 
ful for awhile, in place of the two 
blue marks there will be two white scars 
on her fingers all her lifo. 
These are some of the things I saw in 
three busy interesting weeks in Loo- 
choo. But soldom have I carried away 
so many pleasant momoics of any trip 
and I hope some time to go again.

On the 7th of March the sound of 
the large guns came much nearer, rever- 
berating through th city and shaking our 
windows, and on that evening, ani fr 
several nights following, the sight from 
the balcony of our house was glorious. 
About three miles to the south of us the 
great Russisn stores of fuel :nd grain 
were in flames. Bridges and villages 
were also burning, and the whole sky 

















was ablaze. High up in the air 
the shrapnel sholls were bursting, 
and the rosr of artil ery was  inces- 


sapt. On the morviny of the Mh the 
pom-poms aud rifle firing seemed quite 
near, ‘That night « rearguard action was 
going on a little tothe &.E. of us, aud 
Hefore daylizht on she 10th the fighting 
was within half-mile of owe house. 
Bulleta were sven falling in our garder 
and a shell fell in » gully quite near, but 
fortunately did not explo'e. 

‘The wounded began to arrive e rly that! 
morning, aud we soon forgot the sound of 
battle, A rumber of wounded Chinese 
were lying outside the w Il,and berrees 
with stretchers were sent to carry them 
in, By 9 a.m. the operatingroom pr 
sented a lively scene, aid we wore 
Kept going very hard all that ay. 
In the afternoon a sharp fight took 
place quite near us between the 
Sapaneso and several hundred Russians 
who wore trying to escape from the city. 
Tho bullets fell thick round the hospital, 
and we could hear them strike the roof 
and chimn 
ing Russi 
control, and entered Chinese houses, 
shooting any one they met. They got 
into one of the refuges and deliberately 
killod several of the defenceless inmates. 

Nine wounded Russians wore under 
for some days till removed by 
\oue. Their admirable medical 
gements, aud the kind, gentle way in| 
which they handled the Russian wounded 
showed how well they treat those who 
fall into their hands. 

Wo also had twenty sick and wounded 
Tapaneso in the hospital f.r some tim 
‘The military authorities took ver 
notice of what we did for th 
Marshal Oyama presented me with one 
thousand yen for sur hospital work. 

T enclose » photograph of some of our 
convalescent wounded. “The rue serious 
cises could not come outside. ‘The assi 
ants and myself are in our white oporat 
garments. In the centre of the front row 
is an old ‘man of about eighty, showing 
the remains of his right thigh which had 
to be amputated on account of a severe 
wound. ‘The boy behind hi 
and to the right had most of bo 
hands blown off while playing with 
‘a hand grenade which he found in their 
compound. Of the seven whose arms are 



























































put up in slings six were wounded by! 


tampering with unexploded shel’s or hand 
grenades, In four of these casos the hand 
had to be ampatated. The boy standing 
in the centre with his head bound up 
had a narrow escape. On the afternoon of 
the 10th March soveral Russian soldiers, 
who hid failed to e°eape, entered his 







home where at the time were two men 
and five boys. They all man ged to 
escape but this litte fellow, who was last. 
He fell iu the ductwoy. one of the 
aoldicrs madea rush at him. A sweep of 


the sword fortunately missed his neck which 
was aimed at but cut off part of the top of 
his hei. ‘The sword point was then thrust 
into bis ivek, wounding his iefc lung, and 
he was left for dead. I am glad to say he 
has made a good recovery.

There are exceptional cases in which in 
the interest of commerce a person, who 
by his dealings with one infringes the 
ownership of another, is not liable for 
damages, but the first condition in thi 
8 that he has acted bo 
fide, that is, that he believed and had 
strong reasons for believing that the 
person he dealt with was the real owner. 
But this is not the defendant's case, It 
is acknowledged by him that he knew 
that the Russian Government were the 
owners, and notwithstanding this he 
ted on disposing of their property 
without asking their agent’s conseut al- 
thongh this would have been very easy for 
him,” Th fact that he only had dealings 
with Ward and acted under this person's 
structions is therefore no excnse for 
infringing the right of the owners of the 
ship and he must in consequence be 
ble for the damage caused by his in- 
fringement.

taining black fluid blood. The heart was 
contracted, its pericardial covering show- 
ing « fow small dark blood extravaaa- 
tions, ‘The lungs were engorged with dark 
blood as well as the kidneys and liver and 
particularly a softsomewhat largiah spleen.

IN ‘the letter from Changsha, 
Hunan, which wo published yester- 
day morning, our correspondent, writ- 
ing on the 15th of June, says: “The 
long-pending case between H. Ben- 
nertz and Co, and the Chinese 
officials is es yet unsettled. Rumour 
has it, however, that a settlement 
may soon be looked for. The case is 
one of interest to both Chinese and 
foreign residents of Changsha, aad 
vitally 80 to the foreign merebants 
and those who intend to establish 
business of any kiud in this city.” It 
will surprise those who believe in 
the energy of the British authorities, 
and their anxiety to foster British 
trade in China, to learn that now, 
six weeks after the above paragraph 
was written, the settlement of this 
case seems farther off than ever, and 
it even appears that the Chinese 
authorities will be allowed to con- 
summate their design to starve Mr. 
Bennertz into silence, although there 
is a British Copsul in Changsha, 
provided by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, according to our correspondent, 
with an exceedingly comfortable re- 
sidence with a large garden inside 
the city. 

We have already drawn attention 
to the oppression to which Mr. Ben- 
nertz has been subjected by the 
Chinese authorities at Changsha, 


his goods were stopped from entering 
the city gates, after they had been 
duly passed by the foreign Customs, 
unless he paid likin on them.
